Shasta reservoir area next spring. 
| Steel riggers, working 500 feet 
‘above the Pit river and protected 
from the falls by huge nets strung 
the length of the structure, drove 
the final connecting pin that joins 
the arms of the bridge. 

Railroad relocation around the 
site of Shasta reservoir behind 
Shasta dam, giant unit of the Cen- 
tral Valley project, was necessary 
because much of the 37-mile pres- 
ent line will be flooded as the res- 
ervoir fills. 

The Pit river bridge carries dou- 
ble railroad trackage on the lower 
deck and a four-lane section of U. 
S. Highway 99 on the upper deck 
across the river’s canyon 14 miles 
north of Redding. 

The canyon will become an arm

RUSSIA PRESSES GREAT BRITAIN 
CHANNEL AND CREATE SECOND F 
TO RELIEVE PRESSURE ON REDS

MANILA, (lP) — (Uncensored) — 
For five months the Soviet govern- 
ment has been pressing the British 
to throw an expeditionary force 
across the channel and create a 
second front against Germany to 
relieve’ the pressure on~the Red 
army. 

Failing this, Russia wants a Bri- 
tish land and air force sent to the 
Russian front. 


In Manila, as in Moscow, I find 
the first question a government of- 
ficial, soldier or hotel porter asks 
is: “Why don’t the British invade 
the continent?”

HARD NEAR 
TOBRUK 


Fast Tank Columns Force 
Way Toward Long- 
Besieged Fort 


By UNITED PRESS 


The center of the Imperial Brit- 
ish offensive into Libya has beaten 
forward 80 miles within Axis terri- 
tory to within 10 miles of the outer 
defenses of the long besieged Brit® 
ish garrison of Tobruk, the Middle- 
Eastern command announced last 
night and it thus appeared that 
large bodies of German and Italian 
troops were in imminent peril of 
encirclement. 

This advance of the central for- 
ces, said the communique of the 
British command, had overrun and 
captured the town of Rezegh on 
the plateau just to the southeast 
of Tobruk itself. Quick relief for 
that city was in sight. But, more 
important, the British apparently 
were about to drive a line from Sidi 
Omar, one of the jumping off plac- 
es for their offensive, clear to the 
Mediterranean—Tobruk being on 
its shores—and thus split the rear 
and forward Axis armies. 


Moreover, the British declared 
that their armored forces—using 
American equipment—had smashed 
an Italian tank detachment on this 
line and on the right flank had 
advanced more. than 30. miles. west 
of Capuzzo, putting to flight a 
number of German units which re- 
fused to battle.

HIGHLIGHTS ON THE SUNDAY SCHOOL LESSON 


Py NEWMAN CAMPBELL 

(ihe International Uniform 
Lesson on the above topic for 
Nov. 16 is John 14:20; 15:1-10; 
17:21-23; Rom. 8:9, 10; I Cor. 
6:15-20; II Cor. 5:17; Gal. 2:20; 
Eph. 2:20-22; 3:17-19; 4:15, 16; 
5:29, 30; Phil. 3:9; 4:13; Col. 
2:6, 7, the Golden Text being John 
15:4, “Abide in me, and I in you.") 


WHEN JESUS talked’ to his 
disciples or the people who crowd- 
ed around to hear him, He did not 
use large words or talk to them 
of things with which they were 
unfamiliar. He never talked “over 
their heads” as far as His use of 
words or descriptions went. Al- 
ways He used stories and illustra- 
tions of things that they could 
easily understand. 

For instance, in His talk to His 
disciples on the Thursday evening 
of Passion week, in Jerusalem, 
when He told them: “I am the 
true vine, and My Father is the 
husbandman.” 

The grape vine was very com- 
mon in Palestine, and using it as 


un illustration of their union with 
Him and His Father was a simple 
and perfectly understandable il- 
lustration of what He was trying 
to tell them He was the vine, His 
disciples were the branches which 
should bear fruit. If they were 
branches of His vine, they were 
part and parcel of Him. His life 
would be flowing through them, 
and He was not complete without 
them, and they could not live 
| without Him. 
' God the Father is the keeper of 
the vine. “Every branch in me 
that beareth not fruit, He taketh 
it away: and every branch that 
beareth fruit, He purgeth (or 
cleaneth) it, that it may bring 
forth more fruit.” Still further 
“He that abideth in Me and I in 
Him, the same bringeth forth 
much fruit: for without Me ye can 
do nothing.” 
True Today 


That is as true of each follower 
of Jesus today as it was when the 
Master uttered those words to His 
disciples, probably in an upper 
room in a house in Jerusalem. If 
we accept Jesus and try earnestly 
to follow Him and live the life we 
know so well He would have us 
live, we cannot live without Him. 
We must read of His life on earth, 
of what He did. what He said, 
how He handled situations. If we 
do He will gradually grow to be 
a part of us, of every act of our 
lives, he will influence every word 
that we utter, and we shall truly 
be in Him. 

It will not be easy for any of 


us, man, woman or child. We shall 
have many disappointing moments 
when we will realize that we have 
said and done things that are any- 
thing but Christlike. But if we do 
not allow ourselves to be discour- 
aged; if we try harder and harder, 
seeking help, we shall grow more 
and more in His likeness. 

“As the Father has loved me, so 
have I loved you: continue ye in 
My love. 

“If ye keep My commandments, 
ye shall abide in My love; even as 
I have kept My Father’s com- 
mandments, and abide in His 
love.” ‘ 

In writing his second letter to 
the Corinthians Pau] says: “If any 
man be in Christ, he igs a new 
creature; old things are passed 
away; behold, all things are be- 
come new.” 

You remember the story of St. 
Paul's conversion; his persecu- 
tion of the Christians until He 
was thrown from His horse by a 
light shining on him, and a voice 
saying, “Saul, why  persecutest 
thou me?” 


Paul’s Life Changed 


From that moment Paul's life 
changed unspeakably. He was no 
longer the proud, self-righteous 
man, whose active brain directed 
the torture and imprisonment of 
men who had seen the light of 
Jesus and followed it, but he be- 
came a leader in the very religion 
he had sought to destroy He, too, 
suffered the persecutions he once 
meted out to others, was impris- 
oned, and, in the end, killed for 
his faith. 

Truly, Paul was “a new creas 
ture,” after his conversion, and so 
should we all be, for “old things 
pass away, and all things are be- 
come new." 

So close was the union with 
Christ of which Paul was aware, 
that he says, in Galatians 2:20, 
“Tam crucified with Christ: nev- 
ertheless I live; yet not I, but 
Christ liveth in me. and the life 
that I now live in the flesh I live 
by the faith of the Son of God, 
who loved me, and gave Himself 
for me” 

Another figure of speech which 
is familiar and which expresses 
the relation of Christians to Jesus 
is the reference to Him in Ephe- 
sians 2:20, as the “Chief corner- 
stone; In whom all the building 
fitly framed together groweth 
unto a holy temple in the Lord.” 

Our religion is founded upon 
Jesus, His life teachings * and 
death. We have different talents, 
but each of us fits into the build- 
ing as one of its stones, to make it 
strong and enduring.

SACRAMENTO, (W)—Lack of ad- 
equate farm machinery, more than 
any other factor, may jeopardize 
California’s 1942 defense food pro- 
gram unless remedial measures are 
taken quickly, it was stated today 
by Prof. H. B. Walker, agricultural 
engineer at the University of Cali- 
fornia. 

More than any other state, far- 
mers in California use specialized 
machinery in growing the 180 crops 
produced in carlot quantities, which 
will bring an estimated $800,000,000 
of income this year, about one-fif- 
teenth of the nation’s total. 

Walker explained that farmers | 
face the problem of increased pro- | 
duction with less labor, which re- 
quirés new machines and parts for! 
machines now in service. He said a 
supply of repair parts equal to 150 
per cent to 200 per cent of 1941 re- 
quirements seems to be justified. , 

Citing the importance of keeping | 
irrigation plants operating, Walker | 
said pumping plants supply water 
to 40 per cent of California farm | 
lands. | 

Walker warned that priorities , 
were forcing small repair men and, 
manufacturers to close shop and) 
leave farmers without adequate | 
means ‘of repairing equipment. He | 
recommended these small agencies 
be assured sufficient supplies, be 
given defense work supplmentary to 
thir agricultural service work, and 
limit their primary activities to! 
secondary defense work like serv- 
ke to agriculture.
